What is FASTRACK? 

We're taking a new approach to how we perform 
maintenance and upgrades that are critical 
to providing reliable service. We're calling it 
FASTRACK. This comprehensive program will 
allow us to inspect, maintain, and upgrade our 
stations, tracks and signals in less time, at less cost. 

FASTRACK entails the partial closure 

of a subway line on four consecutive weeknights 

from 10 PM to 5 AM, four times a year. 

The FASTRACK program will begin with the OOO 
line in January 2012 on the Grand Central-42 St 
to Atlantic Av corridor. 

FASTRACK will be expanded to include 
these corridors: 

• 6 Av, OOOO W 4 St to 59 St 

• 7 Av, OOO: 34 St-Penn Station 

to Atlantic Av-Pacific St, Brooklyn 

• 8 Av, OOO: 59 St to Jay St-MetroTech, 

Brooklyn 

Why is NYC Transit changing 
the way it does this work? 

Trains, stations, signals, track, tunnels and 
structures all need to be kept in good working order. 
Maintenance of 468 stations, 660 miles of track, 
12,080 train control signals and 2,641 track switches 
is an enormous challenge. 

Often this work must compete with our commitment 
to provide continuous service which requires 
complex train operations. Customers, as a result, 
are faced with an assortment of service changes. 

By completely shutting down a section of subway 
line, we expect to be more efficient, and it will be 
safer for transit workers. 



What type of work will be done? 

To improve safety and reliability, we'll repair 
track, replace the rails and perform power and 
signal maintenance work. We'll also be working 
to simultaneously perform necessary safety 
inspections while doing thorough cleaning 
of track and trough drainage areas to reduce 
the number of fires and delays. 

In addition, we will also take this opportunity 
to improve the station environment at some 
locations by repairing platform edges, wall tiles 
and lighting as required. In addition, we'll 
perform intensive cleaning at some stations. 

How does FASTRACK 
affect service? 

Under the FASTRACK program, we will close 
a subway line segment only where substantial 
alternative subway service is available. 
On some lines, we will run subway service that 
normally doesn't run at night. We'll also 
ensure that no other service changes are 
planned on lines which provide an alternate 
to the closed line. When the segment of a line 
is closed at night, you can expect to add 20 
minutes to your usual travel time.
